VM 1990) for the 1991 Treasure Gems, 
I am on the threshold of a new phase, or an 
old phase revisited, in my lifelong fascination 
with the printed word. 

I'm sitting here with a clutch of type 
catalogs— dream books — sending off orders 
for typecases and a cabinet, ordering leads and 
slugs, contemplating the purchase of a Rouse 
slug clipper, about to buy a primitive one- 
armed paper cutting board, and in general 
reliving my early days of letterpress printing 
as an avocation. 

That's what happens when you dissolve a 
private press and soon after realize you have 
divested yourself of everything except your 
incurable addiction. 

Forty-one years ago I began with a 5x8 
Kelsey hand press, three type cases and about 
enough type to half fill a teacup. That seed 
sprouted and grew like Topsy — willy-nilly and 
with little direction other than whim and love 
of type, and a recurring desire to see that first 
proof come off the Pearl. 


And here I am, making the same mistakes 
while starting over again. No doubt I will 
fail to heed the wise advice to stay with various 
sizes of a single type family. Once again I am 
likely to end up with an acceptable typeface 
in a text size accompanied by a bevy of 
orphans which swear at it and each other. 

What fun to live again the old days, to 
watch for the mail and the UPS truck. What 
fun to unwrap small packages and to lay those 
shiny lead soldiers in the case. Yes — even in 
these days when the wake for letterpress has 
been held, and the body is on the way to 
the cemetery. 

The king is dead. Long live the king!

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The dawn of 1816 brought a feeling of the true joy of 
living to the early settlers of Fort Wayne. This feeling 
of comfort and security was not based on the standards 
of today. Few today could endure life measured by the 
style enjoyed by the pioneers typified by the tallow dip 
light, the open fire, the ox cart and pirogue. 


The Miami Indian nation for the past four years had 
remained relatively peaceful and the territory was to be 
granted statehood in April. The few white traders who 
had ventured west to the mouth of the Maumee River 
lived inside the fort still mindful of the seige of 1012. 


The national government realized that it was not yet 
time to remove the protection of armed troops from the 
area, statehood or not, and kept 56 men at the fort for 
over a year, just in case. Afterall, there were 29 Indian 
reservations surrounding Fort Wayne occupied by over 


300 Miamis and knowing their fondness for intoxicants 
rendered them dangerous to the extreme. 


By 1833 the town had been platted, the contract for 
the final 13 miles of the Wabash & Erie canal through 
the town had been let and $500.00 had been raised by 
its 354 citizens to persuade two Indianapolis printers to 
establish a newspaper here. 


Thomas Tiger and S. V. B. Noel accepted the offer. 
A used Washington hand press, type and other needs 
were purchased of the State Journal and transported by 
wagon to Fort Wayne. The trip from Indianapolis, over 
mud trails, required two months to complete. 


The office was opened in June and on July 6, 1834 
the residents of Foit Wayne saw Vol. I, No. 1 of their 
own newspaper, The Sentinel, a four page, five column 
hometown sheet. The first issue carried a few ads of 
local merchants, "telegraphic dispatches" lifted from a 
month old Detroit paper as well as the complete text 
of the Constitution of the United States.

So we got into the car and went back to the 
shop. Together we tugged and pulled at a metal 
drum and finally got it out in the open. It was 
full and floating on top were big pieces and me- 
dium pieces and lots of smaller stuff. I put a big 
handful in my pocket, and told him I had a lot 
of old lead I could trade for some of this. 

So I went home and sorted out my sample. 
It looked mighty good and I called Dave Greer. 
The next day we had a planning session and de- 
-cided that between us we had enough old lead 


and discards to balance the weight in the barrel. 

We got it all together, with a lot of empty 
pails and boxes and descended on the garage. My 
friend was not there, but we went to work, got 
all the type into my car, put our junk into the 
barrel, and went to Dave's house. Our net weight 
was 190 pounds. 

I gave him hell — there he was, living about 
a mile from this treasure and he never smelled it. 
I always thought he had a collector s nose! 

We put it in Dave's house because I was a- 
bout to leave for Florida, and we didn t want it 
to sit in my barn and spoil. 

I got periodic reports from Dave on the sort- 
ing chore and finally he sent a proof of the loot, 
17 varieties from little Gothic to 42 point Ionic. 
There are certainly enough good things to justi- 
fy (with a side glance toward Dave Greer) all the 
tedious work involved. Miracles do happen.

Mark Twain s Futile 
$190,000 Investment in 
a Typesetting Machine 


As a boy in Missouri, Samuel Langhorne 
Clemens (later known as “Mark Twain”) 
learned printing, working at the Hannibal 
Courier. He worked in various shops across 
the country. Printing was in his blood the 
rest of his life. The urge to see himself in 
print led to his success as a writer. 


With prosperity from his books he became 
interested in backing inventions, usually 
ending up with money poured down the 
drain. One of these was a “mechanical 
typesetter” first patented by James Paige 
in 1874. In 1885 Paige offered Twain half 
interest if he would invest in further de- 
velopment and marketing of the machine.

Evidenily a perfectionist, Paige kept mak- 
ing improvements requiring many thous- 
ands more investment dollars and years 
of delay. The final, huge version with over 
18,000 parts, was patented in 1895. By 
then it was too late, for the Linotype had 
become the typesetter of the future. 


Only 2 Paige typesetters were built. One, 
on trial at the Chicaeo Times-Herald was 
operated successfully for a time, but be- 
came "out of order" too often and it was 
abandoned. Of the 2 machines, one ended 
up as scrap in World War II; the other 
went to the Mark Twain Memorial, Hart- 
ford, Connecticut. Twain lost $190,000.

Column from THE INLAND PRINTER dated May 1892 


| N ITALIAN doctor recommends the 
following preparation for the use of 
compositors with weak eyes: To one pint of wat- 
er add a spoonful of brandy and a pinch of salt. 
It is said to relieve “that tired feeling” in the eyes 
wonderfully, if they are given a bath in the mix- 
ture every morning. 


The association for encouraging the study of 
Greek in France has offered a prize to be given 
annually to the printer who is most proficient in 
Greek. All the competitors are separated into two 
classes, one for journeymen, etc. and another for 
apprentices. The task is to set a page of Greek 
from manuscript. 


It was not till many years after the newspapei 
was first printed that a doctor named Theophra- 
stes Renaudot, in 1631, obtained from Cardinal 
Richelieu permission to advertise in the "Gazette" 
in Paris. It was not till eighteen years later that an 
advertisement for two stolen horses appeared in 
an English paper, in 1649, but this style of an- 
nouncement did not become popular till 1658, 
when the proprietor of the London coffee house, 
“The Sultans Head,” made use of the columns of 
the newspaper to spread a knowledge of the vir- 
tues of the new beverage called teha, tay,or tea.

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My Mother started it when she gave me a 
rubber type Swiftset printing press for Christmas. 
"Educational" toys like chemistry sets, lead soldier 
casters and, yes, printing presses, usually hold the 
interest of the average grade school age boy through 
the holidays, and are then relegated to the closet. 
Not so with the Swiftset. It opened up a whole new 
world for me, and so started the hobby horse I am 
still riding. I especially value the resulting friend- 
ships, including that of Les Boyer who I first met 
through the pages of the Swifset house organ. 

From the Swiftset I graduated to a Kelsey 3x5. 
Five of my buddies also had Kelseys and we were 
all active in the AAPA. What excitement when the 
3x5 "outfit" finally arrived, complete with one font 


of type, one midget type case, a few pieces of furn- 
iture and a booklet explaining everything you ever 
wanted to know about printing. 

I bought my next press from the local news- 
paper, an 8x12 Gordon Old Style. There were big 
problems in getting it down the basement and it 
sat outside under the old locust tree for several days 
while my Dad figured out what to do. Not wanting 
to waste a minute, I cranked it up and made the 
first press run right then and there; a real shade tree 
operation. 

Some years later I acquired my current press, 
a 10x15 Challenge Gordon. It has survived three 
moves and thirty five years of my on-again, off-again 
printing habits. I guess the press to be about 100 
years old and it ought to be good for another 100; 
but will it avoid the scrap bin?

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WOOD ENGRAVINO 


Traditionally, boxwood has been the material used 
in wood engraving. The boxwood was cut across the 
grain and the resulting blocks were planed to a smooth 
surface upon which the design was engraved with vari- 
ous gravers (including the "slightly bent graver" used to 
excavate the hollowed parts.) 

The above block shows parallel lines close together 
for shading and cross-hatching, delineating the bottom 
of the porch. 

We don't know where the Portland House was, but 
it looks like a nice bed-and-breakfast place. 


We have collected wood engraving blocks for some 
thirty years. During those years, we have never printed 
any of the blocks satisfactorily. Perhaps it was our lack 
of patience, time and expertise, but mostly, we think it 
was sheer terror at the thought of underlaying and over- 
laying to get something to print evenly. 

If you have any advice, please don't write. Just come 
to the Maledictions Press and show us how you print 
antique wood engravings.

A couple of hints far cold weather 
operation: My press is located in an up- 
stairs ‘‘ex-bedroom’’. The thermostat in that 
room is set at 50°. In winter, I find it hard to 
get the ink to spread on the ink plate at such 
alow temperature. I bring my ink platedown- 
stairs and place it in my oven which has a pilot 
light. Four or five hours (or over night) is suf- 
ficient to warm the plate. The rollers also come 
down, but ron l go in the oven. 


I would assume that if your oven was electric 
or gas without a pilot light or had electronic 
ignition, a slight heating prior to use would be 
in order. Atany rate, I find that ink spreads 
easily when plate and rollers are at normal 
room temperature. 


Also: While this has nothing to do with tem- 
perature, I'll pass it on for what it’s worth: 
when I change my tympan paper every six or 
eight months, I lock about 10” of rule 10 picas 
from the bottom of the chase and print the 
rule on the new tympan paper. This facilitates 
the aceurate placement of gauge pins. Once 
they are securely in place, future forms are 
locked in the chase to conform with the gauge 
pins zot the pins to the form. Future forms 
are locked in the chase at least 112 picas from 
the bottom, eliminating the possibility of type 
being ruined by gauge pins.

THE GOLDEN SUN PRESS had its real beginning in 
December 1949 when a 9x13 Perfected Prouty 
platen press about 46 years old was acquired in 
Des Moines, Iowa and moved to lowa City. Prior 
to that, however, 13 nearly-new type cases were 
obtained at an auction in lowa City. Seven were 
Kelsey two-thirds cases. The other six were small 
Kelsey square cases. Some of the auction buvers 
thought they were for sorüng seed corn, and 1 
didn't tell them any differently! 

The 1300-pound press had been used for die- 
cutting without a Jacket, but the platen didn’t seem 
to be damaged. The press stood idle for over a year 
and then was dismantled, cleaned and reassembled. 
This work, plus devising a new power transmission 
system, repairs, improvements, and minor adjust- 

ments took another year and a half. During this 
time we were busily acquiring type, cases (all we 
wanted for 35c each), and other equipment. 

Starting in the fall of 1952, the old machine ran 
for a few months, printing stationery, Christmas 
cards and the like until it was again dismantled 
early in 1953 preparatory to its removal to New 
Mexico on the specially reinforced tailgate of a 
moving van. 


After being stored for 12 months in a plastic 
wrapper, the press acquired its own room and 
again resumed its career. 

When located in Iowa City, our Press was known 
as The Broadhorn Press, after a Mississippi River 
flatboat. However, since moving to the “Land of 
Enchantment,” we felt a southwestern name would 
be more in keeping with the surroundings, and 
the name was changed. 

Working in the printing field, raising four sons, 
the Army Reserve, and remodeling our home took 
time from private press printing. Now that we’re 
retired, there seems to be ample time for printing 


as well as touring the country. We'll see what we 


can produce in the years to come.
